[Text] Delhi, 21 February--Despite official declarations by the military 
administration in Islamabad about its desire for normalization, it continues 
to follow the Washington-encvuraged course of exacerbating tension along 

its borders with the DRA. This, according to the influential Indian weekly 
BLITZ, is indicated by news reports originating among Afghan emigree circles 
in Peshawar. They show that in the last few months special units of the 
Pakistani army masquerading as Basmak fighters have taken an active part 

in armed provocations on Afghanistan territory. 


The cut-throats from these special units participate in acts of sabotage 
and terrorism in the DRA's border regions and also render armed support 
to actions by counterrevolutionary groups. The direct involvement of 
special units from the Pakistani armed forces in subversive activity on 
DRA territory, the weekly notes, unmasks the methods and means used by 
Islamabad and its overseas patrons to cause trouble for Afghanistan's 
people's government.

Q.: It is kaown that in certaia 
matters the Supreme Soviet is 
the highest appeliate body to 
which people may turn for 
juice. How many 
epp.ications and comp'‘aints does 
the Presid um of the Supreme 
Suvtet hand e each year? 

“uc Last year, for exampie, 
the Pres.dium received 4.716 let- 
ters from the citizens of our Re- 
pubic. 

Q.: What is the fate of those 
let'ers? 

A.: After studying the corres- 
pondence, we send part of it 
to the local authorities for ac- 
tron or to the heads of the or- 
genizations in quesuon. We 
monitor the ones that are most 
important and we oblige the 
ex-cutives to report back to us 
cn the measures taken. Last yever 
we checked about 20 per cent of 
the letters received, slight!y less 
tran nal were resolved itn the 
app cants’ favour, since they 
were well founded. 

Q.: What kind of questions 
come up most often? 


A.: Highly diverse matters of 


labour, pensions, housing and 
legal questions. 
Q.: Not all people entrust 


their prob’ems to paper; some 
seek @ personal encounter with 
those who are vested with the 
power to make final decisions. 
What are their chances of being 
received by the members of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
of the Republic? 

A.: The doors of our visitors’ 
office are open to everyune. 
Anyone can put bis name on the 
reception list to be heard by 
the President, the Secretary of 
some member of the Presidium

U.: I think the majority would 
like to see you personally. Do 
you deciine some requests? . 

A.: It would be difficult to 
receive all ghose who dsire a 
hearing. Last year I! received 
about half of the 727 peop’e who 
came to the Presidium. By the 
way. it is not a'ways necessary 
for everyone to meet me per- 
sona'ly. The Secretary and the 
members of the Presidium have 
the authority to solve proh‘ems 
independent'y. But I never re- 
fuse to hear war veterans. 
mo'hers of many chi'dren. or 
e'der'y workers. 

The pure'y human factor is 
very important. | once had a 
case involving ederly peop'e 
According to the district recon- 
struction p'an, the house in 
which they lived had to be 
demolished. As is always the 
case, they were’ given a new 
apartment which was larger and 
of better qua'ity than their 
former house. But it was not 
what they want: d. 

Their daughter, the only one 
who was dear to them, lived not 
far from their old house. Every 
day she came over to cook, to 
clean the house or just to ex- 
change a couple of words with 
them. But now they had to move 
to the other end of the city. 


Yes, the law scys that in such 
cases the authorities are not ob- 
liged to give an apartment in 
the area where the old house 
has been pulled down. But there 
are cases and there are cases. 
Cailousness would have contra- 
dicted the norms of our life. 

Q.: Just the same, the number 
of peop'e whom you can receive 
is oot great in comparison to the 
number who want to be heard. 
Is that sot 


A.: Yes, the number is rela 
tively small. But meeting people 
in the Pres.dium is not the only 
opportunity of ta’king with 
them. According to the practice 
adopted jin our Repuhlic. once 
@ month ali the tigh ranking 
leaders address peop'+ at enier- 
prises and offices, where any- 
one can address questions to 
th: m, 

The peop'e are informed be- 
forehand about every visit of 
this kind. 

Q.; But how do you manage? 
You have so little time, 

A.:; There is no hurry in this 
matter, we try to tackle things 
solidly. I go around the plant, 
make my speech to the workers, 
and conduct persona! inierviews 
with them several hours later. | 
talk face to face, putting down 
all the workers’ requests of 
comments. 


Not so long ago, for example, 
I went to a piant that manufac- 
tures oil production equipment. 
I was the director there in 1942. 
So, many years later, | ta'ked 
with people whom I had worked 
with some time ago. They had 
probiems of their own, of 
course. For examp’'e, there were 
difficulties in getting a plot of 
land to build an apartment 
house. The construction of one 
more kindergarten was slowed 
down, though it was hbad'y 
needed. since many = young 
parents worked there. 1 had to 
take up those matiers in order 
to he'p them 

But these are collective prob 
lems. There were e'so some of 
& persona! nature. Some work- 
ers asked for help with their 
o'd-ege pensions. others came 
with other proh'ems Sometimes 
peop’e come with matiers that 











do mot rea! y mean so much to 
them; they just want an author- 
tative officral from the Reprb- 
lics supreme leg's'ature to 
listen. They often leave que 
satisfed after such a conversa- 
tion, saying “Thank you this 
makes it sufficiently clear’. 


Q.: What can citizens do 
about a deputy to the Supreme 
Soviet if he or she proves un- 
worthy of their trust? 


A.: Here is an exampie. The 
electorate in the Salyany Dis- 
trict, not far from the capital, 
Baku. was not satisfied with the 
way their deputy to the Supreme 
Soviet, Fazi| Shiraliyev. was re- 
presenting their interests They 
exercised their right by taking 
away his mandate and electing 
another deputy

In 1982 in- 
dustrial production had increased by a factor of 537 compared with 1922 and by 

a factor of 23 since 1940. Industrial production in the USSR has doubled in 


the last 10 years. 


On a daily average the country generates 3.€ million kilowatt-hours of electric 
power and produces 1.7 million tons of oil (including gas condensate), approxi- 
mately 700,000 tons of pig iron and steel, over 6,000 motor vehicles and 1,500 
tractors, 30 million square meters of cloth, 2 million pairs ~f leather footwear 
and 22,000 television receivers and 16,000 refrigerators. Over 290,000 square 
meters of living space are introduced daily. In less than a month today the 
USSR produces as much social product as in all of 1940. 


Socialist agriculture is developing dynamically. Its gross product in 1981 had 
increased by a factor of 5.2 compared with 1922 and by a factor of 2.4 compared 
with 1940. Of tremendous significance for the entire national economy was the 
expansion of the areas sown to agricultural crops, primarily thanks to the 
development of the virgin and neglected land. The nature of labor in the 
countryside has changed. It is becoming increasingly industrial. One out of 
every five rural workers is now a machine operator. 


The Communist Party is consistently implementing its economic strategy, the 
highest goal of which is an unswerving upsurge in the people's material and 








cultural living standard and creation of the best conditions for the all-around 
development of the personality on the basis of a further increase in social 
production efficiency, an upsurge of labor productivity and a growth of Soviet 
people's social and labor assertiveness.

Currently in Uzbekistan industry accounts for more than half the social product.

30 cotton-harvesting machines and excavators, almost 14,000 cubic meters of 
precast ferroconcrete structures and parts, 4.5 million bricks, more than 1,200 
tons of vegetable oil and many other products. 


Powerful construction industry has been created in the years of Soviet power in 
Uzbekistan. Capital construction is now underway on a huge scale and is to a 
considerable extent determining the intensive growth of all sectors of the 
economy. Our construction workers now have potential enabling them to install 
projects of any complexity and commission production capacity at an accelerated 


pace. 


A most important social achievement of Uzbekistan is the considerable growth of 
the working class. It now constitutes the majority of the republic's employed 
population. Its growth rate in the 1970's was three times that of the country 
as a whole. It is intended to train 700,000 skilled workers in the 1lth Five- 


Year Plan. 


Soviet Uzbekistan today is a republic of diversified industry and highly mechan- 
ized agriculture. Realization of the CPSU's agrarian policy has enabled us to 

raise agricultural production to a higher level, turn it into a highly efficient 
sector of the economy and ensure the republic's ever increasing contribution to 

the realization of the Food Program. 


Where prior to October the farmer knew only exhausting manual labor, the power- 
worker ratio per 100 hectares of arable is now more than double the union- 
average indicator. The countryside was supplied with 168,000 tractors, 62,000 
trucks and 10,000 grain-harvesting combines in the 1970's alone. 


The people's heroic labor has created majestic reservoirs, irrigation canals, 
collectors and hydraulic power systems. The Uzbek SSR is in first place in the 
world in the level of development of irrigation and land reclamation. We irri- 
gate more than 3.5 million hectares. Comprehensive development of the Barren, 
Dzhizak and Karshi steppe is continuing along a broad front. 


Uzbekistan is our country's main cotton center. We regard the struggle for cot- 
ton and a continuous growth of its production as a matter of honor and the honor- 
iry international duty of all working people of the republic. 
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But Uzbek land is famous for more than just cotton. Uzbekistan accounts for 
62 percent of local silkworm cocoons, 100 percent of ambary, 35 percent of 
astrakhan and 21 percent of rice in the country's total production thereof. 


Tremendous successes have been scored in cultural building in the years of 
Soviet power both in the USSR as a whole and in our republic also. In pre- 
revolutionary Uzbekistan 98 percent of the population was illiterate. Approxi- 
mately 18,000 persons received tuition in 165 schools in 1914. We now have 
more than 9,000 schools, in which over 4 million students are being educated. 


Prior to the revolution Uzbekistan did not have a single VUZ, but now it has 3 
universities and 40 institutes, in which more than 285,000 students are being 
instructed. The republic has left many developed capitalist countries behind 
in the number of students per 10,000 inhabitants of the republic. 


According to data of the 1979 census, the republic has per 1,000 persons employed 
in the national economy 848 persons with higher and secondary (complete and 
incomplete) education, and there are more than 1 million specialists. 


Thanks to the constant concern and attention of the party and government, 
Uzbekistan has become a major scientific center of the Soviet East with strong 
scientific-technical potential. Over 36,000 persons, including more than 900 
doctors and 13,000 candidates of sciences, are working fruitfully in scientific 
establishments and plunning-design organizations. 


The republi:'s scientists have scored big successes in many fields of the funda- 
mental sciences. Their work is deservedly celebrated in the sphere of nuclear 
physics, semiconductors, physical electronics, mathematics, polymer chemistry, 
seismology, cybernetics and computer equipment, mechanical engineering, geology, 
cotton genetics and physiology, economics, history, philosophy and law, oriental 
studies ard other branches of knowledge. 


Uzbekistan is a republic of high socialist culture. We have 28 theaters, more 
than 4,000 club establishments, over 5,000 movie projectors, 6,000 general 
libraries and many museums and sports grounds. The press, radio broadcasting 
and television have enjoyed rapid development. Some 281 newspapers and 83 
journals are published in the Uzbek capital and in oblast, city and rayon 
centers. The annual print of all books published in the republic is in excess 
of 34 million copies. 


Literature and all types of art have flourished and become immeasurably richer 
in content. forms and genres in the years of Soviet power. The work of a 
numerous pleiad of gifted writers, composers, artists, architects and cinema 
and theater workers has won extensive recognition not only among the peoples 
of our country but also abroad. 


A great deal of attention is paid to protection of the working people's health. 
Some 1,153 hospital establishments are functioning in the cities and villages. 

There are 29 physicians per 10,000 persons. This is considerably more than in 
many developed capitalist countries. Prior to the revolution we did not have 

a single sanatorium or recreation center, but now we have 95. 
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A very great gain of the party is the establishment of genuine democracy in the 
country. Through their plenipotentiary bodies--the soviets of people's deputies 
--the working people control all the affairs of our state from top to bottom. 


The sovereignty of the people of labor finds vital embodiment in the very com- 
position of the deputies. Some 259 workers and kolkhoz members have been 

elected to our republic's Supreme Soviet--51 percent. Some 67 percent of the 
deputies are CPSU members and candidates and 33 percent are nonparty people and 


23 percent are under 30 years of age.

Almost half of Uzbek women have higher and secondary education. One out of 
every three engineers and science and education workers is a woman.

Uzbekistan is participating actively in the development of the Soviet Union's 
conomic and cultural relations with foreign states. It supplies 75 countries 
with more than 140 heavy and light industry commodities. Engineers and irri- 
gators and physicians and teachers from Uzbekistan are worthily representing 
our motherland in many states. Approximately 2,000 students from more than 60 
countries are studying in the republic's higher and secondary specialized 
education institutions. 


These and other impressive successes of Uzbekistan are the splendid fruit of 

the fraternity of the Soviet peoples and its invigorating force. The republic's 
working people connect their achievements with the wise Leninist policy of the 
CPSU and the great Leninist science of winning. 


Uzbekistan's workers summed up the results of the last 5-year plan with a 
sense of having done their duty. The production forces grew noticeably, 
science and culture were further developed and the working people's well-being 


rose in this time. 


Our successes were commemorated by the country's highest award--a third Order 
of Lenin. Five orders now shine on the banner of the UzSSR. 


Uzbekistan made a confident start to the llth Five-Year Plan. fhe industrial 
production plan was completed ahead of schedule in 1981. The working people 
are tully resolved to meet the targets of the jubilee year successfully and 
creace a firm basis for further progress. Having made socialist competition 
in honor of the 60th anniversary of the formation of the USSR widespread, the 
republic's working people are successfully completing the second year of the 
)-year plan. Just over R300 million of products have been sold additionally. 


Many new industrial enterprises, cultural establishments and housing were com- 
missioned in the second yea: of the 5-year plan. Industrial workers and 
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construction workers are participating actively in the nationwide movement for 
economies and thrift, displaying a proprietorial attitude toward public property 
and improving production techniques. 


The working people of Uzbekistan are struggling persistently for implementation 
of the decisions of the CPSU Central Committee May (1982) Plenum. Realization 
of the food Program has become a nationwide cencern. 


Under difficult weather conditions the republic's cotton growers won a most 
difficult battle for big cotton in the jubilee year and honorably kept the word 
they had given the party.

Uzbekistan has provided this amount of the most valuable raw 
material 3 years running. Annual 6 million tons of cotton are becoming the norm 
and tradition for the cotton workers’ golden hands.
